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Another 

bank 

robbed

A gunman robbed a Ro- 
mulus bank last Friday, the 
third such bank heist in the 
month within the city. In addi- 
tion, separate bandits robbed 
a gas station operator and a 
motorist. 

Police were told a lone gun- 
man entered the Security 
Bank at 9950 Wayne Road 
about 3:15 p.m. last Friday, 
walked over to a pair of bank 
employees and ordered them 
to direct a cashier to empty all 
the bank registers. 

The bandit flashing a silver 
semi-automatic handgun then 
ordered the cash to be given to 
him. 

After getting the funds, the 
gunman walked calmly out of 
the bank and disappeared in a 
westerly direction. 

He was described as a black 
male about 35 years of age, 5 
feet 11 inches tall, thin build 
with a mustache and short 
sideburns. He reportedly was 
wealing dark-rimmed glasses, 
a dark-colored golf hat and a 
green parka. 

Earlier in the month two 
bank heists were reported at 
the Romulus branch of the Na- 
tional Bank of Detroit 

Another bandit entered the 
Mobil Station at 35426 God- 
dard Road shortly after 3 a.m. 
Sunday and robbed the atten- 
dant. 

The victim, a 26-year-old 
Dearborn male, told police the 
man first entered the station, 
walked to the rear and then re- 
turned to the front. 

He displayed a short- 
barreled shotgun and de- 
manded "give me all the 
money or I’ll kill you.” 

The bandit was described 
as a 20-year-old male, about 5 
feet 10 inches tall, medium 
build, wearing a dark ban- 
dana, light brown jacket, light 
trousers and army boots. 

Another robbery victim said 
he was driving his 1992 Ford 
pick-up truck in the area of 
Beverly and Irma Roads about 
5:50 a.m. Saturday, when he 
was flagged down by a group of 
men. 

The victim, a 32-yer-old Ro- 
mulus man, said as he rolled 
down his window, he was hit in 
the head with a blunt instru- 
ment 

He said one or men then 
dragged him out of the truck, 
took his truck keys and wallet 
and smashed the windows in 
his truck. 

The victim could only de- 
scribe his attackers as five 

black males in their 20s. 

He said he walked to a 
nearby home In a dazed condi- 
tion and sought help. The 
home owner then called po- 
lice. 

He later was treated at An- 
napolis Hospital for cuts and 
bruises of the head and face.

State senators today are 
expected to approve a bill that 
would temporarily ban 
assisted suicides in Michigan. 

Such a bill was approved by 
the state House of Representa- 
tives on Nov. 24 making efforts 
similar to those of Dr. Jack 
Kevorkian a felony. Conviction 
of such an offense would lead 
to sentencing of up to four 
years in prison and possible 
fines of up to $2,000. 

It is expected that Gov. John 
Engler will quickly sign the 
bill into law. 

Feeling the growing 
assisted suicide efforts by Kev- 
orkian have gotten ‘‘out of con- 
trol” in Michigan, 29th District 
State Representative Greg 
Pitoniak (D-Taylor) felt some- 
thing had to be done in a 
timely manner. 

Thus Pitoniak joined the 
majority of his peers in the 
state House of Representa- 
tives, 72-29, in voting to ban 
assisted suicides, while a 
study is being done for legisla- 
tors future action. 

Meanwhile 37th District 
Ppp. James Kosteva, (D- 
Canton) also voted to support 
Uie temporary ban claiming 
Michigan didn't want to 


become a “mecca for assisted 
suicides.” 

Kervorkian, who has aided 
six women commit suicide in 
Michigan in the past two years, 
chided the effort by saying 
"they don’t realize the dumb 
mistake they have made.” 

According to the bill, 
Pitoniak said, the law would go 
into effect 90 days after the 
current legislative session 
ends. Thus in reality convic- 
tions could begin next April. 

According to the bill a panel 
of experts would then be 
empowered to conduct a 15- 
month study of the issue and 
then recommend whether 
Michigan should permanently 
ban the practice or not 

The criminal penalties will 
expire six months after the 
panel presents its 


recommendations. 

Kosteva said the legislature 
realizes that society is still 
wrestling with the assisted sui- 
cide issue itself and has not 
drawn the line where they 
would like to see life end in a 
digified way. 

Society also has not firmed 
up in its mind what the medi- 
cal role should be in ending 
lives, he said. 

Thus we decided not to 
make Michigan a mecca for 
assisted suicides, while at the 
same time asking a unique 
panel to study the issue for 15 
months and return with a sug 
gested plan to alter our cur 
rent state laws on the issue

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Airport growth 
not for sure

Another hurdle remains be- 
fore the $3 passenger facilities 
charge (PFC) can be added to 
airline tickets at Metro Air- 
port. 

While it has been inferred 
in recent weeks that the PFC 
agreement had already been 
reached and the charge would 
be effective Jan. 1, 1993, the op- 
posite is now evident. 

The PFC is critically impor- 
tant to Metro Airport expan- 
sion plans, because if it is 
approved it could raise abourt 
$30 million annually at the air- 
port. 

Political egos were appar- 
ently wounded recently when 
Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara and his Assistant 
Executive Michael Duggan 
staged a press conference stat- 
ing that every thing was “go” 
with Metro Airport expansion 
plans. 

Few political leaders from 
affected communities were in 
attendance that day at Metro 
Airport as McNamara and Du- 
ggan gave the inference that 
the County Commissioners 
were about to press a $750 mil- 
lion plan to ensure the airport 
growth effort. 

County Commissioners also 
apparently were irked that 
they were not consulted before 
the press conference. 

A check with Michael J. 
Conway, airport community re- 
lations officer late Tuesday, re- 
vealed that although the ticket

charge had been approved by 
the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration, it had not gotten offi- 
cial County Commissioners 
approval.

A spokesperson at the 
Wayne County Clerk’s office 
said actually the issue first 
must be discussed at a Com- 
mittee of the Whole meeting 
chaired by Arthur Blackwell. 
That meeting is slated for Dec. 
8 . 

“If it is on that agenda, then 
it could be on the Dec. 17 com- 
mission meeting," the spokes- 
man said. “If not, who knows?” 
he said. 

Meanwhile the political 
jockeying between McNamara 
and the county commissioners 
goes on. Without the okay of 
the commissioners, the PFC 
implementation could be post- 
poned. 


Mega-League 
battle goes on

Romulus school officials 
“haven’t heard a peep out of 
the state" educational leaders 
on the district’s efforts to join 
the recently created Mega 
Conference athletic league. 

"It has got to be some body 
like ours to press for action,” 
Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell said, “since we have a 
70 percent white school 
population.” 

Bedell has fired off letters 
in recent weeks to state and 
Wayne County education 
leaders charging that only 
those school districts with 30 
percent Afro-American popu- 
lations or higher are being 
denied entrance into such 
groupings as the Metro 
Conference. 

Realizing that his letters 
were not being responded to in 
a reasonable time, Bedell 
stepped up his efforts Tuesday 
with phone calls. 

Bedell also sent similar let 
ters to all 22 school superin- 
tendents in Wayne County. 

“The only phone call I have 
received to date,” Bedell said 
Tuesday “was from the new 
superintendent of the Wayne- 
Westland Schools Dr. Larry 
Thomas. He said he would 
take the issue to his school 
board for discussion." 

Earlier Bedell had received 
a letter from Highland Park 
Superintendent Eldon L. Mar- 
tin supporting Romulus' effort. 

“1 read with great interest 
your intent to pursue the Mich 
igan Mega Conference refusal 
to admit Romulus High 
school.” Martin wrote 

“I agree with you com

pletely and share your con- 
cerns. Highland Park was 
similarly excluded. I applaud

Various individuals testi- 
fied Nov. 30 at the preliminary 
examination of the owner of 
the Golden Boy Restaurant 
and his son who were both ar- 
rested by the Wayne Police De- 
partment on a four-count arson 
charge. 

George and Andy De- 
metriou appeared for the 
exam before 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn Arch- 
bold. 

Wayne fire LL Charles (Joe) 
Kadlec testified before special 
prosecuting attorney Bob 
Shieko, attorney for George 
Demetriou, Marvin Blake, and 
attorney for Andy Demetriou, 
Mark Gantz, that he arrived at 
the scene of the Golden Boy 
fire approximately 5:18 a.m. 
Sept. 28. 

“After getting out of the ve- 
hicle, I could see fire through 
the kitchen door,” Kadlec said. 
“The flames were on the west 
side of the kitchen area. “I had 
to break the glass to gain entry. 
Looking through the window I 
could see the flames were 
chest high.” 

After being scrutinized by 
Shieko and Blake, Wayne Dep- 
uty Chief Fire Marshal Mic- 
hael O’Brien was declared an 
expert to testify on the cause 
and origin of the fire. 

“I arrived at the scene at 


5:35 p.m.,” O’Brien said. “The 
fire had been extingushed at 
that time. I entered through 
the kitchen floor area, and we 
were delayed because of leak- 
ing gas.” 

O’Brien said he saw an open 
gas line on the floor as well as 
several rags and a trash can 
that was melted. 

Shieko asked O’Brien where 
the gas was located. 

“It was near the cutting 
board area to the west of the 
debris,” O’Brien said. “The 
end of the cutting board was 
very close to the gas line. 
There was soot throughout the 
building. There was no fire or 
smoke damage beyond the 
kitchen area.” 

Shieko asked O’Brien if he 
had reached an opinion as to 
how the fire started. 

“In my opinion it started on 
the floor in front of the sand- 
wich preparation table in the 


rags,” O’Brien said. “I believe 
someone intentionally started 
those materials on fire.'’ 

Blake asked O’Brien if he 
could tell if the cloths were 
saturated with anything. 

“I could not see anything 
myself,” O’Brien said. 

On OcL 16 Wayne police ar- 
rested and charged James 
Daugherty, a Florida resident, 
with four counts of arson in the 
burning of the Golden Boy 
Restaurant. 

Daugherty testified Nov. 30 
that he was contacted by an- 
other Florida man about a job 
in Michigan. 

“He called me on the phone 
and offered a job to me,” 
Daugherty said. “I drove to 
Panama City where he lives. 
He wanted to know if I had the 
expertise to set a fire. 

“He said the job wouid be a 
restaurant in Michigan. He 
said the agreement would be 


$10,000 for setting a fire in the 
restaurant. He said there was 
an insurance policy, and I 
would not be getting any of 
that.” 

Daugherty testified that the 
co-conspirator informed him 
the incident would have to oc- 
cur on a Sunday 

“He said the cleanup crew 
came in later on Monday 
morning," Daugherty said. “He 
said the owner wanted a non- 
suspicious fire, preferably 
electric. He said he attempted 
burning the restaurant several 
times himself, and he had the 
help of one of the owner’s 
sons.” 

On Sept. 19, Daugherty said 
the co-conspirator rented a car 
and the two drove to Michigan. 

“We went to a Super 8 mo- 
tel,” Daugherty said. “We went 
to a roadside bar, a rest stop. 
He said he wanted to meet 
someone to get expense 
money. 

“He referred to him as the 
‘old man’. I went to the rest- 
room, and when I came back, I 
saw someone drive up in a 
dark blue, black Cadillac. “ 

Daugherty said only one 
person was in the vehicle at 
the time. 

“He got into the vehicle with 
the old man,” Daugherty said. 
“They just talked. When he 
came out, he said he got ex- 
pense money from the old 
man. He said the old man was 


happy I was in town and was 
happy to get the fire over 
with.” 

Daugherty said he met Andy 
Demetriou later that day. 

“We talked at the Golden 
Boy,” Daugherty said. “I went 
to the restroom and looked at 
the panel box and overhead. I 
checked the electrical panel. I 
couldn’t see anywhere to do 
what I had come to do.”

1 chamber 
proposal is

Not content with newly es- 
tablished political term limits 
in Michigan, a move is now 
afoot to merge the Michigan 
legislature into a single cham- 
ber. 

Former Democratic Party 
chief Zolton Ferency is propo- 
sing that a single legislative 
unit represent citizens in Lan- 
sing in the future. He also is 
asking that the legislators have 
a six-month rather than 12- 
month calendar. 

The group supporting Fer- 
ency’s effort is known as Peo- 
ple Achieving Legislative 
Power (PALP) and would like 
to eliminate legislative retire- 
ment benefits and force them 
to vote on their own pay raises 
before the hikes take effect. 

Petetion language on the is- 
sues will be passed to state 
election officials within two 
weeks, Ferency said. 

Supporters of the effort 
hope to have the petitions 
ready for a drive next April 
through September. 

A total of 257,000 signatures 
are needed before the ques- 
tion can go to the voters on the 
November 1994 ballot. 

Only one other state (Ne- 
braska) currently has such a 
political structure. 

Ferency feels the past gen- 
eral election has done little to 
calm voter frustration with 
state and federal governments 
and feels his plan also would 
make government more pro- 
portional to the voters it 
serves. 

Ferency feels such a legisla- 
ture would also be much more 
cost effective.

Ferency admits it would 
take a computer to sort out po- 
litical vote decisions on var- 
ious bills. 

State Rep. Greg Pitoniak (D- 
Taylor), who was recently elec- 
ted to represent Romulus, said 
his initial reaction to the pro- 
posal is that it would not make 
government any more access- 
ible to the public. 

“And if his plan is for cut- 
ting the number of legislators 
and trimming the legislative 
calendar in half,” Pitoniak 
said, “he will hike the respon- 
sibilities of the legislators and 
drastically cut the number of 
persons who could economi- 
cally accept the elected posts.” 

If legislators are only going 
to work half a year, it would 
only allow independently 
wealthy persons to seek the 
legislative seats and thus the 
legislature would no longer be 
reflective of the masses, 
Pitoniak said. 

Ferency is a former candi- 
date for governor and a retired 
Michigan State University pro- 
fessor.

Third-graders from Barth 
Elementary School will soon 
be “shadowing” employees at 
the Marriott Hotel at Metro 
Airport in hopes of learning 
job skills at an early age. 

Harold Howse, general 
manager of the Marriott, will 
first be visiting the students on 
Jan. 5 to give them an overview 
of what working for a major 
hotel entails and then will be 
seeking to group various stu- 
dents into job areas. 

Howse said he feels the pro- 
grams that will take place on 
Jan. 11 and 14 will give stu- 
dents “a different twist" on 
future job offerings, since 
Metro Airport and its related 
businesses are the biggest job 
market complex in the area for 
students. 

“Some of the students will 
be working with front desk 
clerks, some with housekeep- 
ing crews, some with other 
professionals at the hotel and 
even some with me as general 
manager,” Howse said. 

The program was initiated 
by the Partnership with Edu 
cation team headed by Ed 
Clark and is similar to one con- 
ducted in the past in 
Dearborn. 
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charged they conspired to 
fraudulently obtain federal 
student loan and grant money 
and made false statements to 
the Department of Education.

The defendants each face 
five years in prison and a 
$250,000 fine for each offense. 

A sentencing date has not 
been set by the court.

District expands drug program 


The Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education (D.A.R.E.) program 
has expanded this year in the 
Plymouth-Canton school dis- 
trict to include follow-up ses- 
sions with sixth graders, a 
school official said.

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Board member 
questions audit

One Wayne-Westland school 
board member is concerned 
that an additional administra- 
tive position proposed by the 
superintendent is not in the 
best interest of the school dis- 
trict 

An administrative audit 
conducted in the Wayne- 
Westland school district was 
once again the subject of con- 
troversy at a board meeting 
last week. 

School board member 
Francis “Bud” Winter is con- 
cerned that one of the posi- 
tions recommended is a 
duplication of an already exis- 
ting position in the district 

“I have concerns about the 
Plante-Moran study as I review 
the job description,” Winter 
said. “In the area of Finance, I 
don’t doubt the need. 

“I wonder if we’re moving in 
the right direction in the reor- 
ganization,” Winter said. “I 
think it needs to be studied.” 

The position that concerned 
Winter was the associate su- 
perintendent of special pro- 
jects. 

During the past three years, 
citizens have demanded that 
school officials reduce the nu- 
mber of administrators in the 
district. It has been a contro- 
versial subject in the past four 
millage campaigns, three of 
which were unsuccessful. 


iam D. Ford Vocational Educa- 
tion Center Principal Greg 
Baracy and Cherry Hill Adult 
and Continuing Education 
Center Principal Bill Rich- 
ardson. 

“In school districts that 
don’t have a vocational educa- 
tion center, they have a direc- 
tor who fills that position and 
the same for adult education,” 
Winter said. “We don’t need to 
pay someone $90,000 a year to 
do that job, when we already 
have people doing it.” 

The longtime educator be- 
lieves that adding the position 
will jeopardize the upcoming 
millage election. 

“I’m not going to support 
this position and turn around 
and try to justify to people in 
the community that they 
should support the millage,” 
Winter said. “The people want 
us to get leaner and more effi- 
cient. They want to see down- 
sizing.” 

The current 7.75 school mill- 
age will expire in June. School 
officials are expected to stage 
a millage election before 
spring. 

Winter also disagreed with 
the superintendent when he 
claimed that the three new po- 
sitions he intended to add are 
not new positions.

“It is a new position,” Win- 
ter said. “You have two new po- 
sitions now, that we didn’t 
have before.” 

Those positions include the 
superintendent’s executive as- 
sistant Gary Dell and the new 
finance director which hasn’t 
been filled yet. 

Winter believes the money 
could be spent in other areas 
that would be more beneficial 
to the students in the district. 

“We could have two addi- 
tional counselors for what we 
are going to pay the associate 
superintendent of special pro- 
jects,” Winter said. “When I 
was campaigning my platform 
was for programs for the kids, 
fiscal responsibility and put 
the dollars in the kindergarten 
through 12- grade programs.”

High school graduations are 
wonderful, joyous and exciting 
events. They are also expen- 
sive. And, while parents are 
usually paying for announce- 
ments, photographs, and cap 
and gown rentals, school dis- 
tricts also face serious com- 
mencement expenses, as 
evidenced by costs recently re- 
vealed by the Wayne-Westland 
school district. 

More than two weeks ago, a 
citizen who lives in the district 
questioned the cost of renting 
Crisler Arena in Ann Arbor 
where graduation ceremonies 
have been staged since the 
late 1970s. The resident in- 
formed school board members 
that the fees were rumored to 
be as much at $20,000. 

Wayne-Westland Chief Fis- 
cal Officer Randy Liepa esti- 
mated the cost if graduation to 
be approximately between 
$20,000 and $24,000 each year. 

Since then Liepa has ob- 
tained the actual costs for 
graduation activities last June. 

The total cost of graduation 
exercises for both high schools 
last year was $21,618, accord- 
ing to Liepa, including the 
rental of Crisler Arena. 

Graduation costs included: 


• Commencement programs. 
John Glenn High School 
$2,281, and Wayne Memorial 
High School $1,948. 

• Honors programs. John 
Glenn High School $804, 
Wayne Memorial High School 
$798. 

• Invitations and cards, John 
Glenn High School $156, 
Wayne Memorial High School 
S207. 

• Diplomas and inserts, 
John Glenn High School, 
$4,100, Wayne Memorial High 
School, $2,767. 

« Rental of Crisler Arena, 
John Glenn High School,

cipal at Wayne Memorial High 
School. 

School officials realized 
that Ford Auditorium could no 
longer accommodate the 
larger number of students 
graduating each year, so they 
moved the venue to Crisler 
Arena. 

“Back then, we were lucky if 
we could give each student two 
tickets and then they had to 
decide who they would give 
them to,” Winter said. 

Westland resident Roberta 
Paquette asked board mem- 
bers last Monday night to not 
give up Crisler Arena. 

“I think it’s good to save dol- 
lars, but graduation is so im- 
portant,” Paquette said. 
“They’ve spent 12 years work- 
ing toward this and it’s nice to 
be in a dry building rather 
than outside exposed to the el- 
ements.” 

School officials explained 
that since they signed the con- % 
tract with officials at Crisler; 
Arena, many other schools, in- ; 
eluding Plymouth- Canton high J 
schools, have been placed on a I 
waiting list to acquire the! 
dates that Wayne-Westland! 
high schools use the facility.! 


Winter has stated on nu- 
merous occasions that the dis- 
trict already employs two 
administrators who fulfill the 
duties described in the associ- 
ate superintendent of special 
projects position. The duties 
include responsibility for vo- 
cational education, adult edu- 
cation and special projects 
designated by the superinten- 
dent.

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Red Cross seeks donors during holiday season

Type O blood, called the universal blood 
because it can be transfused to people of all 
blood types, is called for the most. 


The American Red Cross 
needs help. Some areas of the 
country use more blood than 
they can collect, and south- 
eastern Michigan is one of 
them. 

To supply the 59 hospitals in 
♦ the area, 1,000 pints of blood 
must be collected each day, on 
an average, less than 850 pints 
are collected. Locally, we de- 
pend on importing blood from 
the Red Cross in other areas of 
the state and country to meet 
our needs. But with the de- 


mand increasing and the sup- 
ply decreasing, the amount 
could be inadequate. 

For other reasons, officials 
from Garden City Hospital are 
sponsoring another Red Cross 
blood drive from 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m. Dec. 4. 

Medical advances have im- 
proved the treatment of se- 
rious illness and injury, 
increasing the need for blood 
and blood products to support 
patients through recovery. All 
types of blood are needed. 


Type 0 blood, called the 
universal blood because it can 
be transfused to people of all 
blood types, is called for the 
most. 

In an emergency, a person 


may need blood to survive, and 
if their blood type is not 
known, type 0 blood is given to 
them. In addition, newborns 
who need blood to survive of- 
ten need type O blood. 


Many people consider it a 
right to receive blood when 
they have a critical need for it, 
but don’t often consider the re- 
sponsibility of giving blood to 
maintain the community sup- 
ply for others. Giving blood is 
safe and easy and takes about 
an hour. 

The needle used to draw the 
donated blood is only used 
once and is then discarded, 
guaranteeing the donors safety 
against contracting the AIDS 
and other infectious diseases 


or viruses from the donating 
process. 

Generally, anyone from 17 
through 70 years of age who is 
in good health and weighs a 
minimum of 110 pounds, may 
donate. 

The December blood drive 
will be in classrooms 1, 2 and 3 
on the lower level of the Medi- 
cal Office Building, adjacent to 
Garden City Hospital, located 
at 6245 Inkster Road, between 
Ford and Warren roads.

Federal transpotation au- 
thorities are cautioning 
owners of child car seats that 
the seat they own may be on 
the recall list of various manu- 
facturers. 

Officials from Fisher-Price 
are conducting three recall of 
child safety seats. 

The first involves models 
9100 and 9101 seats made bet- 
ween February and November 
1989. 

These seats must be mod- 
ified because a plastic part on 
the buckle shield can break, 
making the shield difficult to 
latch. Fisher-Price will pro- 
vide new shields at no charge. 

The same models, produced 
between May of 1987 and Janu- 
ary 1989, were the subject of a 
November 1990 modification 
program for the same problem. 

Fisher-Price is also recall- 
ing model 9101 child seats pro- 
duced between February 1991 
and January 1992. Shoulder 
belts on these seats can move 
out of the proper position. The 
company will provide a new 
part to prevent the problem. 
And, model 9104 deluxe bols- 
ter seats manufactured bet- 
ween April 24 and Sept. 4, 
1992, are being modified be- 
cause the red button on the 
seat buckle can become dis- 
lodged, preventing the buckle 
from latching. The company 
will provide a full refund, a 
new bolster seat, or repair 
parts for the assembly. 

Fisher-Price has no reports 
of injury as a result of these 
problems. The company and 
officials at the Occupational 
Health and Safety Administra- 
tion urge customers to con- 
tinue to use the seats until new 
parts arrive. 

Two separate toll-free nu- 
mbers are provided for cus- 
tomers: Owners of safety seat 
models 9100 and 9101 should 
call 1-800-332-3457. Owners of 
bolster seats model 9104 
should call 1-800-432-5437. 

Century is conducting the 
recall of Century 3000 STE and 
Century 5000 STE series-lot 
numbers 8909 through 9203. 

Tests showed that the push- 
button latch release (red- 
release button) on these 
models can jam during a crash, 
making it difficult to release 
the harness and shield that re- 
strain the child. 

The latch mechanism prob- 
lem does not affect the crash 
protection performance of the 
seat, and consumers are urged 
to continue use of the seats 
while waiting for repair kits. 

Century has developed a 
retrofit kit that can easily mod- 
ify your car seat This notice 
only concerns Century 3000 
STE and 5000 STE series car 
seats stamped with lot nu- 
mbers 8909 through 9203. 

The lot number is the last 
four digits of the model nu-

Guardian seats manufac- 
tured by Takata-Gerico (Gerry) 
between Jan. 31 and May 1990, 
are also being recalled.

| Wayne-Westland schools chief to be evaluated by board

Wayne-Westland Superin- 
tendent of Schools Larry 
Thomas will soon be receiving 
his first report card from mem- 
bers of the board of education. 

School board members met 
in closed session last Tuesday 
to discuss the criteria they will 
use to evaluate Thomas who 
has been working in the dis- 
trict since July 1. 

“The board felt it was neces- 
sary to begin and formulate a 
process and an instrument to 
evaluate the performance of 
the superintendent,” said 
School Board President 
Leonard Posey. “This is some- 
thing that has been done in the 
past and we thought it was 
something we have to do.” 

In the short time he has 
been with the school district, 
the superintendent has come 
under fire several times. The 
most controversial incident oc- 
curred when he invited a for- 
mer associate to discuss a non- 
contractual form of evaluation 
for teachers and other district 
employees. The audience for 
the discussion of the “quad- 
rant method” included build- 
ing principals and other 
district administrators. 

The quadrant method re- 


quires evaluators to evenly di- 
vide their teaching staff into 
four groups - excellent, above 
average, average and below 
average, according to officials. 

Wayne Westland Education 
Association officials referred 
to Thomas’ actions as an at- 
tempt to implement “the style 
and procedures used in West 
Bloomfield stamped on the 
Wayne-Westland school dis- 
trict" 

Thomas also refused to re- 
lease a $23,000 administrative 
audit to the media and the 
public when the report was 
presented at a regularly sched- 
uled school board meeting by 
officials from Plante-Moran. 

Posey on three occasion ap- 
proached the superintendent 
asking him for copies of the re- 
port for the press, but the su- 
perintendent still refused. 

Thomas claimed his reason 
for not releasing the report 
was because board members 
only received copies of the au- 
dit prior to the meeting and he 
did not want the media to have 
the report until alter the re- 
port was accepted by members 
of the school board. 

During the same meeting, 
board members were asked to 
accept the report even though 
they had very little time to re-

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United Way is alive and 
well in Canton Tonwship

Myron Liner, vice president 
of agency relations for the 
United Way of Southeastern 
Michigan, thinks Canton is a 
healthy township, but warns 
“no community is without its 
problems.” 

“Social problems exist in 
any geographic area,” Liner 
said during comments at the 
Nov. 18 Canton Economic Club 
luncheon. “The problem is 
that many communities don’t 
often know they have a prob- 
lem. The real test is meeting 
the challenge.” 

A 30-year veteran of the hu- 
man services agency, Liner fo- 
cused most of his comments on 
Canton and some of attractions 
he noticed during a driving 
tour of the area. 

According to Liner, Canton 


has grown some 17 percent 
over the last 10 years. The pop- 
ulation is mostly white, but 
Liner mentioned that the 36- 
square-mile township is home 
to many blacks and Asian resi- 
dents. 

“You also have a good mea- 
sure of Hawaiian and Samoan 
residents, too,” he said. 

Unusually, Liner added, 
Canton is largely under 17 
years old, with just 4.8 percent 
of the residents over age 65. 

“But averages can conceal 
as much as they reveal,” Liner 
warned. “Clearly there is a 
substantial population (in Can- 
ton) in need. You experience 
both extremes of the income 
spectrum.” 

Canton, Liner said, reminds 
him of Farmington Hills 20 
years ago. 

“You have upscale home, 
trailer parks, industrial and 


iots of open space,” he said. 
"This is really a fascinating 
area.” 

Liner also touched on 
money problems facing the 
United Way. 

“The truth is the <fund rai- 
sing) campaign did not do well 
this year," Liner said. “We’re 
running at about $6 million 
less then last year.” 

United Way, in fact has ex- 
tended the fund-raising effort 
for the first time. On Nov. 5, the 
charity announced it will 
stretch the effort by an unprec- 
edented three weeks in an at- 
tempt to reach the $63.6 
million target. 

“There are several things at 
play here,” said Liner. “The 
economy is bad and com- 
panies are downsizing. The na- 
tional United Way controversy 
(pay-and-perks scandal) hasn’t 
helped. In my opinion, United 


Way is one the most credible 
organizations and when we 
were pinpricked (by contro- 
versy) the balloon exploded. 
The controversy only en- 
hanced our economic prob- 
lems.” 


Getting the charity associa- 
tion back on track. Liner said, 
will require hard work. 

“That means re-ordering 
our priorities and becoming 
more personally involved," he 


said, “a door-to-door commit- 
ment. The real question will 
be how to use our limited re- 
sources and bring about last- 
ing change. We will no longer 
be able to accept charity ser- 
vices as a way of life.” 



Vehicle 

testing 

conducted 


Some 45,000 Michigan mo- 
torists had their vehicles 
checked last month on Michi- 
gan roads for carbon monox- 
ide and hydrocarbon 
emissions. Testing was done by 
remote-sensing devices at 
roadside locations in south- 
eastern Michigan during a 
joint study conducted by the 
Big Three auto makers, the 
EPA (Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency) and the State of 
Michigan. 

“This study is an excellent 
example of a new spirit of co- 
operation that is developing 
between private industry and 
our state and federal govern- 
ments,” said Wayne France, 
chairman of the U.S. Council 
for Automotive Research 
(USCAR) Environmental Re- 
search Consortium (ERC) and 
head of General Motors Envi- 
ronmental Science Depart- 
ment. “We hope it brings us 
closer to our long-term goal of 
removing the automobile from 
the nation’s pollution equa- 
; tion.” 

USCAR, based in Dearborn, 
is a organization formed last 
summer bringing GM, Ford 
and Chrysler under an um- 
brella that will recommend, 
monitor and promote pre- 
. competitive research, like the 
: Michigan emission testing, 
among the major auto makers 
? in the country. 

The Michigan study is the 
first major joint research pro- 
•: ject undertaken by USCAR 
£ and the government.

Ice cream king and basketball czar create winning product

Isiah Thomas is scoring big with an all-new lineup this 
year. But not on the basketball court. 

/stall’s Favorite Flavors ice cream, developed and mar- 
keted by the Stroh Ice Cream Co., has hit stores in south- 
eastern Michigan and Ohio. Approval of the eight-flavor 
line, according to Thomas, has been as gratifying as a 
double-overtime win over the Bulls. 

“Everyone I’ve talked to seems to like it,” Thomas said 
during a recent telephone conversation. “The really big 
hit has been the raspberry (Double Dare Twist). 

“What can I say,” Thomas added with his infectious 
trademark laugh, “everyone loves ice cream. I know I 
always have.” 


This is the second food product with which Thomas has 
associated his famous name. He teamed up with the Mt. 
Clemens based Morley Candy Co. last year to develop the 
Isiah Bar. Noting the success of the peanut and caramel 
chocolate bar, Thomas said he was approached by Stroh 
representatives over the summer to create new flavor 
combinations of Stroh ice cream. 

“I wanted something totally different,” Thomas said. 
“They put me in a kitchen with all the flavors and I was 
like a kid again. I’m glad I work out everyday ‘cause I sure 
could have put on the weight.” 

What Thomas and Stroh’s ended up with were eight, 
Kosher-approved flavors including: Chocolate Chill and 
Chips; Honey Vanilla Twist; Double Clutch Vanilla/ 
Chocolate Twist, and Twist and Shout Tropical Twist. Also 
available in collectible, plastic pint containers are: Cham- 


pion Chill Caramel Vanilla; Rim Rattlin’ Blue Moon Twist; 
Double Dare Raspberry Twist and Orange Vanilla Twist. 

Isiah’s Favorite Flavors are available is grocery stores 
and drug store chains, plus some area restaurants in 
Michigan and Ohio. 

Does the Pistons all-time leading scorer, 11-time All 
Star and two- time world champion guard have other 
munchie ideas tucked away in the back of his locker? 

“Maybe popcorn," he said. 

He laughed that laugh and thought for a moment. 

“I’d love to have a nice cheese popcorn, or even better, 
a hot- buttered popcorn with my name on it I love pop- 
corn." 

Oh Isiah! 


Basketball king selects favorite flavors 


I scream, you scream, we all scream for ice cream. 

Most everyone enjoys selecting their favorite flavor at 
the ice cream counter. It’s not just a vanilla and chocolate 
dilemma anymore. Today there are more than 300 flavors 
of ice cream, and then there’s yogurt. 

Ice cream has become a passion for children and adults 
of all ages, and no one knows that better than Phillip J. 
Roselli, president of Stroh’s Ice Cream Co. and Detroit 
Piston Isiah Thomas. 

Recently the two teamed up to create and market a line 
of unique ice cream flavors “Isiah’s Favorite Flavors” 
with names like Champion Chilli Caramel Vanilla and 
Rim Rattlin’ Blue Moon Twist 

Roselli said he and Thomas have been friends for a few 
years and together they came up with the idea. This wasn’t 
the first time, however, that Roselli and Thomas worked 
together. 

“I met Isiah years ago, and we played golf together in a 
muscular dystrophy Bill Laimbeer tournament, and Isiah 
was my partner,” Roselli said. “I was at Coca Cola in those 
days. Stuart Giller was the owner of Coca Cola bottling 
plant at that time. 

“I recommended to Stu that Isiah would be a really top 
figure to be associated with throughout this entire mar- 
ket.” 

Roselli and Giller met with Thomas and arranged com- 
mercials with the Coca Cola company. 

In 1990 Roselli and Giller purchased the Stroh’s com- 
pany. 

“I came here to run the ice cream division for Stroh’s,” 
Roselli said. “I lost track at that time what Isiah was 
doing. About a year ago, we were talking to the Morley 
Candy Co. about doing something together with them.” 

At that time Morley officials introduced the Isiah candy 
bar. 

“I contacted Isiah’s agent, and his agent mentioned Is- 
iah was thinking about doing something with ice cream,” 
Roselli said. “We talked with Isiah about the idea and 
ended up signing a contract with him.” 

Selecting flavors isn’t an easy task. It takes quite a bit of 
taste testing, according to Roselli. 

“I had a bunch of flavors in mind for the new Isiah ice 
cream line, but when he came down he said, ‘those are 
nice, but I have a few flavors of my own.’” Roselli said. 

Thomas suggested taking a variety of fruit flavors and 
blending them together. 


“We put together this Tropical Twist, and it’s my favor- 
ite," Roselli said. 

“The packaging is kind of our creation here,” Roselli 
said. “If you see it in the stores, and it is in the stores right 
now, it jumps off the shelves.” 

Red, white and blue are the prominent colors of the 
quart and pint ice cream selections. Thomas also has his 
smiling face on each container with his hand holding a 
basketball. 

Ice cream has become a very sophisticated business 
throughout the years, according to Roselli. When prohibi- 
tion came to Michigan May 1, 1918, the production of beer 
had to cease. 

In order to remain active, it was necessary for the 
Stroh’s Co. to seek other products to manufacture. 


Having an abundance of refrigeration equipment, ice 
cream was selected as one of the products along with 
ginger ale, ice and malt extract. 

The first Stroh’s ice cream was delivered June 1, 1919. 

“The ice cream business has probably changed more in 
this immediate area than anywhere in the country be- 
cause of us," Roselli said. “I’ve been doing food marketing 
nearly all my life. 

“When I first came here, I came from Coca Cola. The 
concept is you almost can’t put enough Coca Cola in a 
home. I got used to a business where you can’t sell them 
too much.” 

When Roselli arrived at Stroh’s, he began researching

the consumer market for ice cream. 

“I found a little piece of research that turned out to be 
true that 95 percent of people who buy half gallons buy 
them one at a time,” Roselli said. “At that time in this 
town our product was $3.99 for retail (half gallon) and the 
sale was $2.99 which it is now. 

“So I thought this is silly. Why don’t we sell them two at 
a time. So we hit on this idea of selling it two for $5.” 

As a result of that one concept, the market for ice 
cream has grown dramatically, according to Roselli. 

“Now you can go to any major market in this country, 
and you will find ice cream being featured two for $5,” 
Roselli said. “It’s a magical price point” 

What’s in store for Stroh’s in the near future? 

“We will be required to put nutritional information on 
all our packaging, and we’re for that,” Roselli said. “We 
will not put a product through here that isn’t of the highest 
quality. 

“One of the future goals for Stroh’s would be to break 
out of Michigan into other markets. We would have massa- 
ged Michigan pretty well in a couple of years. The highest 
form of the marketing art is to take a brand that no one 
ever heard of and introduce it into the market” 

In 1978 Roselli joined Stroh’s as the vice president of 
sales/marketing for the Coca Cola bottling subsidiary. He 
remained there until 1987 when he moved to the Stroh’s 
ice cream division as vice president and general manager. 

Active in various foods industry organizations, Roselli 
has been president of the Food Industry Council of the 
Greater Detroit Chamber of Commerce and a member of 
the chamber’s board of directors. 

Roselli said he has enjoyed making Stroh’s ice cream 
the favorite of kids of all ages. 

“If I were starting over, going back in the corporate life, 
I would always want to be the marketing guy,” Roselli 
said. “It’s where all the fun is.”

According to a 1992 survey 
conducted by the Non- 
prescription Drug Manufac- 
turers Association, more than 
half of all consumers believe 
the availability of

five days, a bacterial infection may be 
present.

1 978 murder case opened

Information concerning the 
re-opening of a dormant 14- 
year-old Romulus murder case 
will remain a mystery until at 
least Dec. 15, the date a Vir- 
ginia court has set for a extra- 
dition hearing for a former 
Romulus man charged with a 
woman’s shooting death. 

The defendant, Daniel Ray 
Dowling, now 44, was arrested 
on Nov. 10 and charged with a 
Michigan warrant with shoot- 
ing to death his former live-in 
girl friend, Joanne Lincoln. 

Lincoln, 23, reportedly was 
shot several times in the apart- 
ment she shared with Dowling 
on Aug. 28, 1978, police said. 

She reportedly was taken to 
the old Wayne County General 
Hospital and then transported 
to the University of Michigan 
Hospital, where she died two 
days later. 

The murder probe was han- 
dled by the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department, since 
Romulus had no criminal in- 
vestigators at the time. 

Dowling was questioned in 
1978 in connection with the 
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The defendant, 
Daniel Ray Dowling, 
now 44, was 
arrested on Nov. 10 
and charged with a 
Michigan warrant 
with shooting to 
death his former 
live-in girl friend, 
Joanne Lincoln. 


shooting, sheriffs department 
records reveal, but claimed 
the fatal shots came from out- 
side the apartment at Mid- 
dlebelt and Ecorse Roads. The 
apartment house has since 
been razed. 

While the case has re- 
mained dormant for several 
years, Lt Dan Mefford of the 
Sheriffs Department said new 
evidence came to light in re- 
cent weeks that lead to the fil- 
ing of the warrant for 
Dowling’s arrest. 

The warrant currently 
charges Dowling with an 


“open murder charge” as well 
as a felony firearm violation, 
Mefford said. The murder 
charge will be redefined once 
Dowling arrives on Michigan 
soil, he revealed. 

Dowling currently is mar- 
ried and owns an auto related 
business in Front Royal, Va. 
His wife also owns and oper- 
ates a day care center. Dowling 
reportedly used both busi- 
nesses as the basis for his 
criminal bond of $100,000. 

Dowling, a Detroit native, 
reportedly moved to Browns- 
town, Va. early in the 1980s. 

According to official 
sources, Dowling is trying to 
work an agreement with the 
Virginia court officials to 
travel the 498 miles to Ro- 
mulus on his own. rather than 
to be escorted here in hand- 
cuffs by law enforcement offi- 
cials. 

Supposedly that agreement 
will be accepted or rejected on 
Dec. 15 by Virginia authorities. 

When Dowling is arraigned 
in 34th District Court, or at a 
subsequent court session, 
Wayne County authorities say 
they will reveal the “new evi- 
dence.”

Are these the worst of times 
for coach Chuck Henry and his 
Wayne Memorial basketball 
team?

Saturn renames 1 993 model 


The successful Saturn 1992 
coupe model has been 
renamed SC2 for 1993. That 
change has opened the way for 
the addition of a new high- 
Value, entry-level SCI. 

Both vehicles share identi- 
cal structural spaceframe 
design and a 99.2- inch wheel- 
“base, but the SCI is distin- 
guished on the road by unique 
fenders and exposed 
headlamps.
